“ God is spirit;” to worship God does 
not mean to offer sacrifices and prayers 
in the temple. “ Neither in this moun­ 
tain, nor yet at Jerusalem shall ye 
worship the Father. 
The true worshippers shall worship 
the Father in spirit and in truth. Goo 
is spirit; they that worship Him must 
worship in spirit and in truth,” 
T h e G reatest R elig io u s Id ea. 
God is the infinite unity of pure 
spirit, to which all individual belong— 
this is the greatest religious iou* ever 
enunciated. 
This ie the 
sublimest 
teaching of Jesus. 
Jesus understood 
that purity of heart and kindness and 
sincerity are the avenues through 
which a consciousness of God is awak­ 
ened in the eoul of man—“ God is 
epirit.” 
He is the spirit of the good and true 
aud beautiful. And when we love the 
good and the true and the beautiful, 
when we give our lives to 
those

the Most Interesting Chapters in 
Wisconsin Criminal History—Some­ 
thing About the Crime For Which 
He W as Sentenced. 
The pardon of Dr. William Duval 
by Gov. Upham last Tuesday marks 
of the most interesting chapters in 
Wisconsin criminal 
history. 
For 
nearly twenty-six years Duvsl has not 
breathed the pure air of freedom. 
Since the autumn of 1870 the walla 
and bars of the State prison 
have 
held him fast. 
This week the gov­ 
ernor concluded that 
the ends of 
justice bad been satisfied and and 
Duval was given his liberty. 
He 
has gone to the borne of an only 
daughter in Illinois to pass his declin 
ing years. 
When the doors of the Waupun 
prison were closed against him he 
had just passed the 
fortieth mile- 
stona of his 
life and was in the 
flower of his strength and manhood. 
He was a tall, handsome, fine-appear­ 
ing man. 
He left the prison this 
week broken in health and spirit. 
His form is bent, his raven locks have 
changed to whit*. 
The weight of his 
years of confinement rest heavily 
upon him and his life’s journey is 
nearly ended. 
W as M arried f o u r T im e*. 
Duval’s esse is sn interesting one. 
In the fallcof 1870 he was eentetc?d 
to imprisonment for life in the State 
prison for the murder of hit wife, by 
William Penn Lyon, then judge of the 
First Judicial circuit of Wisconsin. 
He was a traveling magnetic healer 
and in the course of his journeyings 
reached Janesville in 18C8. 
Duval 
bad been married fonr times and had 
three children, two boys and a girl 
Three of his wives were dead at this 
time, aud two of 
them, it it said, 
died under rather suspicious circum 
stances. 
He had been married only a 
few months when he went to Janes 
Ville, accompanied by his 
children. 
Mrs. Duval No. 
young and unsophisticated 
daughter of a farmer, who 
captured by the handsome doctor, 
whose manner and deportment was 
model, and had married him. 
C onvicted o f W ife M urder. 
Soon after reaching Janesville she 
was taken suddenly sick and died. 
Foul play being suspected, an autopsy 
was held. 
Latge quantities of strych­ 
nine were toned in her stomach. 
Dr. 
Duval was arrested, and charged with 
the crime. 
The news that he had 
three former wives, two of whom had 
died 
bu denly, spread like wildfire, 
and feeling against the man 
was 
strong in Janesville at the time 
For 
thia reason Judge Lyon tried the case 
in Elkhorn. 
It was a long and hard- 
fought case, lasting for a week or 
more. 
District Attorney H. A. Patter­ 
son was assisted in bis prosecution by 
J. R Bennett.no 
circuit judge. The 
defense was conducted by the late 
william Eboittp. The evidence against 
Duval was purely circumstantial, but 
was sufficiently etrong to convict. Du­ 
val’s defense was to st the woman was 
somewhat unbalanced, and that in a 
fit of temporary insanity, 6he com­ 
mitted suicide. 
The jury was out but 
a few hours and returned with a ver­ 
dict of guilty. 
There was some ques­ 
tion in the mind of Judge Lyon aa to 
the validity of the indictment, and be 
certified the matter up to the supreme 
court. 
In the fail of 1870 the court 
handed down an opinion that the in­ 
dictment was legal.
